ATTALEA cohune. Cohune Palm. Guatemala. Particularly hand- 
some palm with immense pinnate leaves 15 to 30 feet long; 
upright in growth, with gracefully curved tips. Suited to 
extreme southern part of state and for large greenhouses. 


CHAMAEDOREA species. T. A handsome, small, pinnate- 


leaved palm, shade-loving, and suited to patio use. 


DICTYOSPERMA alba. A graceful and distinctive palm for 


conservaiory use, with heavy, drooping, pinnate leaves. 
DICTYOSPERMA species. Resembles D. alba. 


HYOPHORBE amaricaulis. Bitter-Stem, or Bottle Palm. Similar 
to H. Verschaffeltii, with stout trunk and pinnate leaves. 


LATANIA Loddigesii. Strong-growing fan palm. Young plants 
sometimes with reddish tinge. 


LIVISTONA australis. Australia. Tall-growing fan palm with 


dense crown. 


MARTINEZIA caryotaefolia. S. A. A very decorative palm with 
feathery leaves, somewhat resembling Caryota urens. At- 
tains a height of 25 to 35 feet. Slim trunk and _ leaves 
heavily armed with sharp, black spines. Grows well in 
shade or sun. 


PSEUDOPHOENIX. Somewhat resembles Royal Palm, smooth, 


light gray trunk, and pinnate leaves. 


THRINAX parviflora. Thatch Palm. Fan leaf palm attaining 
maximum height of 30 feet. Leaves yellowish green akove, 
and silvery gray beneath.

BAUHINIA tomentosa. T. A _ tender, summer-flowering type, 
having foliage and bloom at the same time. Leaves larger 
than other varieties and very distinctive.

Tropical Fruit 


BRITOA acida. Brazil. Very similar to the Guava, the oval 
or round yellow fruit has a pleasant, though acid, flavor. 
Plant reaches a height of 25 to 30 feet, with slender branches 
and somewhat glossy leaves. 


CARICA papaya. The Papaya, which in recent years has become 
so well known that it needs little description. Our plants 
are of the bi-sexual strain. 


CHRYSOPHYLLUM Cainito. Star Apple. An ornamental large 
or medium sized tree with dark green leaves. The smooth, 
round, purplish fruit contains a white, semi-transparent jelly- 
like pulp which, when fully matured is sweet and agreeable. 


DOVYALIS hebecarpa. Ketembilla. Superior to Dovyalis caffra, 
the Kei-Apple, but more limited in its distribution, and less 
rotust. Reaches a height of 15 to 20 feet, with slender 
branches, often drooping under the weight of their fruit. 
Fruit about 1 inch in diameter, maroon-purple, velvety on 
surface. Pulp is sweet and luscious. Plant likes moisture, 
both in atmosphere and soil. 


EUGENIA Jambos. Rose Apple. Evergreen tree with good sized 
pinkish white, rose-scented and rose-flavored fruits, valuable 
for cooking and candying. 


MELICOCCA bijuga. Gineup or Spanish Lime. Handsome 
tropical tree with evergreen, lustrous foliage. Large, plum- 
like fruits vary in quality from sweet to subacid. The 
“Mamoncillo” of Cuba, where it is quite popular. 


MUNTIGIA calabura. A fast growing tree, eventually reaching 

a height of about 30 feet. The red fruit is edible and tasty 

as fresh fruit, and especially good for jam and jelly. Bears in 
12 to 18 months. 


MUSA sapientum. Banana. Hart’s Choice (Lady Finger), one 
of the most hardy sorts. Fruit delicious. 


Orinoco. Horse Banana. A sort of plaintain. Fine for cooking, 
but liked raw by many. Very hardy. 


Cavendish. Dwarf; very tender. Fruit rich and fine. 


Daca. An ornamental variety. Fruit tender and of distinctive 
flavor. 
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
